The surgeon replaced the band­ 
ages. 
Chabina m ust w ear them a 
few more days, but it appeared 
th a t the operation — tran sp lan ta­ 
tion of the disc of the cornea— 
had been successful. 
C habina’s left eye was seared i 
by lime dust two years ago, and 
the injury left scar tissue which 
began m enacing the eyeball.

The youth becam e a patient in 
C harity hospital, and there he m e t,

whose failing left eye had a sound 
cornea. 
O ther patients looked on 
Amos as a grum py old m an, and 
left him alone.

One day Amos heard th a t the 
youth’s sight could be saved only 
by the transplantation of the cor­ 
nea disc. 
He sum m oned the su r­

“F ra n k ’s been m ighty good to 
me. 
If m y eye will do him any 
good, he’s welcome to it. 
I ’m an 
old m an and w on't be needing it 
m uch longer.” 
The surgeon, who had perform ed 
three sim ilar operations success­ 
fully, 
m ade 
the 
transplantation 
Dec. 8 . 
He said th a t the cornea 
disc from the old m an’s eye had 
k nit soundly w ith the youth’s, but 
th a t he could not predict the final 
outcom e. 
Amos w as en route to New Y ork 
for a radio appearance when C ha­ 
bina tested his eye.

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TWO JAPANS 
"THE Japanese people have always been 


described as a gentle and courteous 
people. 
Their manners have often made 
our own social behavior seem compara­ 
tively course and crude. 
This courtesy 
has been especially impressive since the 
reckless sinking of American ships and the 
cynical killing and wounding of American 
citizens by Japanese bombers. 
Not only have Japanese residents in 
America hastened to express their regrets, 
but the people in Japanese cities have 
taken pains to tell Americans there how 
sorry they are, stopping total strangers 
on the street for that purpose. 
The im­ 
pression usually given is that this sorrow 
is genuine. 
It is hard to avoid the conclusion that 
there are two kinds of people in Japan. 
The gentle and courteous folk may repre­ 
sent those who really want peace and have 
tried to modernize Japan politically along 
constructive and peaceful lines. 
But the 
militarists, a bull-dog breed crazy with 
imperialism, are in control. 
It is they who 
wage war, break treaties, massacre neigh­ 
bors, seize territory and sink peaceful 
ships. 
The former have the votes but the 
latter have the power, controlling the 
government and the military machine. 


RADIO IN OUR HEMISPHERE 
T 
HE inter-American radio conference at 
Havana has just finished six weeks of 
highly successful work. 
It was participat­ 
ed in by representatives of most of the 
North and South American countries and 
marked by an unusual degree of cordial 
co-operation. 
The conference agreed on a number of 
steps to improve radio communications 
throughout both continents. 
Most impor­ 
tant was the emphasis placed on use of 
radio to increase safety at sea and in the 
air. 
Amateurs are to be given larger 
facilities. 
Broadcasting interference is to 
be checked. 
There is to be an international radio 
office at Havana for consultation and the 
exchange of technical information. All the 
nations using planes for international mail 
or passenger service will pool their radio 
aids to air lines, including use of radio 
beacons. 
Regional 
agreements 
were 
reached 
concerning frequencies and allocation of 
stations. 
There is to be further study of 
short-wave problems, and so on. 
When the American delegates get to 
Cairo for the world radio conference next 
February, they will stand together in a 
demand for the greatest freedom in trans­ 
mission of press news by radio. 
This sort of thing sometimes seems less 
important than the failure of other con­ 
ferences trying to prevent war and estab­ 
lish peace. 
At a matter of fact, the more 
the nations can get together to iron out 
small differences and to set up systems 
of friendly co-operation in matters of 
mutual interest, the more chance they’ll 
have to succeed in peace plans eventually.

Rickets i3 the discase of infancy 
md childhood which appears in the 
early spring months with most fre­ 
quency—-but it appears then be­ 
cause it is bred during the dark 
lays of winter. 
It is caused by 
lack of Vitamin D in the body, and 
the natural way of making Vita­ 
min D is by exposure of the skin 
o the sun’s rays. 
In the spectrum, or rainbow, the 
>reak-up of the white light of the 
Tun shows the red rays at one end 
and the violet at the other. About 
13 per cent of the electro-magnetic 
waves in sunlight are visible to the 
eye. The long light waves are at 
the red end, and beyond them, in­ 
visible, are the infra-red, which 
produce heat. 
They have pene­ 
trating power, as can be felt to­ 
le a window pane on a freezing 
lay. 
Down at the other end, be­ 
yond the violet, are the ultra-violet 
ays and they do not have the pene­ 
trating powers of the waves at the 
other end of the spectrum. 
They 
do not penetrate ordinary window 
glass, for instance. 
The proportion of these waves In 
unhght is always the same, but 
owing to their varying ability to 
penetrate, 
the 
amount 
which 


reaches the earth varies greatly. 
The season of the year and the 
condition of the atmosphere deter­ 
mine the amounts. 
When the sun 
is directly overhead the penetration 
is hest, and naturally clouds, fog, 
smoke and dust impede their pas­ 
sage. 
Ultra-Violet Bays Like Sunlight 
These ultra-violet rays produce 
all the effects that sunlight pro­ 
duces on the skin—tanning being 
the most evident. 
More important 
for health Is that they form Vita­ 
min D in the skin, which is ab­ 
sorbed and carried to the liver, 
where it is stored to be doled out 
as the body needs it. 
This Vitamin D is the substance 
j which controls calcium utilization 
in the body. Rickets is a disease of 
lack of calcium. 
The bones, de­ 
prived of calcium, grow soft and 
| may become deformed. 
Calcium 
may be present to the food and in 
J the blood, but for some mysterious 
reason, unless Vitamin D is pres- 
; cnt, it cannot be utilized by the 
bones. 
Therefore, get all the sunlight 
you can for yourself, but, even 
more important, for your children, 
these winter days. Even on cloudy 
days there are some ultra-violet 
rays which penetrate the mists. 
Skyline and cloudshine have about 
one-fourth the power of .sunshine, 
but that is something and must be 
seized. 
Inside the house won t do 
because, as we have said, the ultra­ 
violet rays do net penetrate win­ 
dow glass unless it is especially 
made with that to mind. 
Vitamin D can. of course, be ob­ 
tained artificially, and there .s 
some to nearly any diet. It can be 
deliberately added by giving cod 
liver oil or the substance known as 
viosterol, and it is so important for 
babies to have this that they are 
fed these substances to their diet. 
But nothing beats nature’s way, so 
get what sunshine you can these 
dark days.

Dr. Seder died of the effects of his 
kidnaping. 
They are John T ravis and O r­ 
ville P aul Adkins, sentenced by 
Judge J. W. A dkins 
under

W ensfield 
and 
Pete Adam s, respectively. They 
w ere to serve one to 15 y ear sen­ 
tences in the M ansfield refo rm a­ 
tory for th eft of the autom obile 
of R obert Peters, N. C ourt street. 
B oth had been paroled. 
Also convicted in the Seder ab- 
ductlon-m urder was A rn e tt Booth, 
alleged ringleader. He will die, too, 
on the gallow s as prescribed by 
W est V irginia law. 
All three w ere involved in a plot 
to obtain $50,000 ransom from the 
d ry leader's fam ily. 
A H untington jury deliberated 
42 m inutes F riday in finding T ra­ 
vis and A dkins guilty.
